Time was when our present school system answered the 
demands of the scholar. That time is past. The good old 
system has worn itself out, and should be laid away. 
Families do not now ride to church on horseback. The 
material for our clothing is not spun and woven at home. 
The intelligent farmer does not follow the methods of fifty 
years ago. The old up-and-down saw did good work in its 
day, but it has given way to the circular. The mechanic 
could not make a living were he obliged to do his work in 
the round-about way of his ancestors. How can we expect 
our schools to flourish as they should, our children to make 
such progress as they ought, when hampered by. so many 
inconveniences ¢ 


“Many men of many minis ;” 
Many tescher, of man, kinds,— 


This term, a faithful one, who arouses in the child a thirst 
for knowledge ; next term or next year she must go to 
make room for an uncle’s wife’s cousin, or some nearer rel- 
ative, who stakes her reputation on making the child be- 
lieve that the other teacher was all wrong. Teachers come 
from a distanct, and have time to pass only a brief oral ex- 
amination before the time appointed for the school to begin ; 
and if the questions make them feel shaky, endeavor to 
avoid the test by a temporary fit of sickness, which is sure 
to return whenever ‘“‘ examination ”’ is mentioned. “But lL

can teach ; oh. I can teach! Just give me a chance, and [ll 
so pepper those children with knowledge that they will 
shortly be wiser than their fathers and mothers.” And 
the children are peppered, and put back, and put ahead. 
They are coddled and coaxed by this teacher until they are 
as conceited as peacocks, and bumped and shaken by the 
next one to drive the conceit out of them. And so it goes. 
These are scarcely a beginning of the evils a uoee upon 
the present system. 

Nearly all the towns in Massachusetts, and many of the 
more enterprising in our own State, have abolished the dis_ 
tricts and adopted the new system. We have yet to learn 
of one that has given it a fair trial that would go back. It 
is no more expensive. Why should not New Boston step 
into the front rank and make the change? Parents and 
citizens, this 1s au important subject, and one to which 
you should give careful attention, to the end that you may 
act upon it wisely. 

A thing much needed in New Boston is a town library. 
Its influeice for good upon our youth would be incalculable. 
What generous, public-spirited citizen will first donate a 
thousaud dollars to start this worthy object? The present 
and all future eenerations shall honor his name. | 

‘*Swinton’s Word-Book,” a work of modern preparation, 
has been substituted for the ancient spellers of all descrip- 
tions, so that we now have a uniform text-book on the 
subject of spelling. ‘* Manson’s Writing-Speller’’ was 
introduced, and the spelling classes required to write a 
part of their lessons. This method has proved of much 
practical benefit. We trust that it will be continued. 


DISTRICT No. I. 


This school has been under the care of the Amherst 
Board of Education. A faithful teacher was employed, and 
the interests of the school were well served.

DISTRIUT No. II. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. A. M. Campbell. 


The teacher of the two terms of 1880-81 was em- 
ployed for the two terms of this school year. The excel- 
lent work done has raised the standard of this school very 
much: no other in town shows so good a record for the 
year, in progress, attendance, and deportment. This 
teacher ought to be retained. 


DISTRICT No. IIL 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. Q. A. Caldwell. 


In this school there were but two scholars, and these of 
the primary grade. Both learned the alphabet, and the 
older one read his primer through. In fact, he seemed to 
have memorized it completely, besides learning to spell 
nearly a hundred words. The teacher put more enthu- 
siasm into her work than most under similar circumstances 
would have done. 


DISTRIGTAUN OIC aaa. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. S. A. Herrick. 


The teacher of the summer term kept good order, and 
seemed to take much interest in her school; but the pro- 
gress was not what we had a right to expect. 

In the winter term the teacher evidently labored under 
the impression that ‘‘children are angels, all but the wings ” 
We think her experience here has dispelled the delusion. 
During the last two weeks of the term some progress 
was made; but the school, compared with what it might 
and should have been, was a conspicuous failure. 

The ladies of this district subscribed and purchased a 
fine map of the United States for the school. Great praise 
is due them Let others emulate their example. 
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DIST RIC VEIN Givi 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Albert Prince. 


The winter term of last year was taught by the teacher 
of this year. She knew just where the scholars were in 
thefr studies, and-what they needed. What was better 
still, she was thoroughly qualified and determined to sup- 
ply their needs. Her methods of instruction and govern- 
ment were excellent. Just the right kind of work was done. 
This school, with No. Il., are fair examples of what a good 
teacher, employed for a number of successive terms, can 
accomplish. Such teachers should be permanently retained. 
The extra expense, compared with the greater benefit to 
the school, is a small matter. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. F'. M. Woods. 


Only one term of twelve weeks in this district for the 
year. Three of the older scholars left the school early in 
the term without giving the teacher any reason or excuse 
for their withdrawal. The teacher was well qualified for 
the place and worked very faithfully ; commendable pro- 
gress was made. In no school has better feeling been 
apparent between teacher and pupils than in this one at 
the close of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Charles Webster. 


This school was quite small. When we visited it at the 
middle of the summer term, the pupils were making fair 
progress. In the fall term there was a lack of interest on 
the part of both teacher and pupils, yet the primary classes 
did very well. 
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DISTRICT NOVI: 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. F. Marden. 


There have been three short terms in each department. 
The teacher of the primary for the summer was a lady ex- 
perienced in work of this kind. She was well up with the 
times, and her methods of instruction were of the best. 
She sought to make the school self-governing, and, as is 
often the case, the order might have been more nearly per- 
fect. Some of the pupils made fine progress in drawing. 
Much attention was given to singing. At the close a large 
number of visitors was present, and the exercises were very 
entertaining. | 

The teacher of the fall term was no less experienced, and 
she worked with unflagging energy. Where pupils failed 
in self-government, she aided them in a very practical and 
effective way. Under her care the school made marked 
improvement. 

In the winter term the teacher did her best to sup- 
plement the work of her experienced predecessors. Good 
progress was made in all studies, especially in arithmetic. 

The summer term of the grammar school was taught by 
a gentleman well known as a successful teacher. Under 
his direction the scholars worked with a great deal of zeal. 
Very gratifying results were attained. At the close of this 
term he resigned to take a position in the *‘ Life Saving 
Service.”’ 

The fall and winter terms were both taught by the same 
teacher. We think the progress will compare favorably 
with that of schools of the same grade in other towns. It 
would be hard to find a brighter set of scholars than are in 
this school. We hope.the district will be geuerous enough 
to give them more weeks of schooling next year. Thirty 
weeks should be the minimum. Ifthe young men of the 
school could be induced to give up their aldermanic coun- 
cils in the evening, and give their attention to study, it 
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would be a great benefit to them. This is a subject to 
which the parents should give their serious attention. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Charles Tibbetts. 


This teacher came willing to work and determined to 
succeed. There was an open field for improvement, and 
she began in the right way. She maintained good order 
and gave good instruction. The progress was all we could 
reasonably expect. In the second term the average attend- 
ance was considerably lowered by the sickness of some of 
the pupils. 5 


DISTRICT NO. X. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. G. E. Robbins. 


The fall term of this school was supported by New Bos- 
ton money. The teacher, though young and with little ex- 
perience, applied herself to the work with an earnestness 
that insured success. At the close she had the implic- 
it confidence of her pupils. Their good deportment, ready 
answers, and sensible recitations proved that she had done 
a good term’s work for them. 


DISTRICT NO. XI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. C. Corliss. 


The teacher of the summer term was young, inexpe- 
rienced, and took but little interest in her school. The 
school was small and not calculated to draw out a teacher’s 
best efforts. Though some progress was made, it was not 
what it should have been. Had the teacher put more energy 
into her work, and confined her attention to the school, it 
would have been a great improvement. 
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The winter school, like the summer, was small in num- 
ber, but the teacher was one of much experience and not 
easily discouraged. Superior work was done in every 
branch taught. No school in town; in the same time, has 
made a better showing. We hope this school may be so 
fortunate as to have the same teacher next year. 


DISTRICT NO. XII. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Albert Dodge. 


The teacher of the summer term has earned the reputa- 
tion in other towns of being an excellent teacher. Although 
fair work was done, yet with a little more enthusiasm on 
the part of the teacher more rapid progress was certainly 
possible. 

In the fall term the teacher was thoroughly alive to the 
interests of the school. Each class did well; the lower 
classes made remarkable progress. We say with assurance 
that this teacher will accomplish more for a school in two 
months than many others in four, or six even. 


DISTRICT NO. XIII. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. J. N. Dodge. 


In the summer term the teacher was no stranger to the 
work or the place. Possessed of good methods of instruc- 
tion, she labored with such earnestness and energy that it 
aroused a like spirit in her pupils,and much was accom- 
plished. ‘This school, in scholarship, ranks first in town. 

In the winter term a class of young men came in who 
took up some of the higher branches and were aiming to 
keep pace with a similar class at Francestown Academy. 
These with the lower classes made more work than any one 
teacher ought to attempt. At the outset we give the gen- 
tleman who took the school much credit for his courage. 
If some of the classes were not as thorough as we would 
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wish, it was no fault of the teacher ; for he certainly did well 
for the school, and is worthy of much praise. He was 
greatly aided in his work by the studious deportment of 
the older scholars who came for knowledge not for fun. 


DISTRICT, NO. XIV. 
' Prudential Committee, Mr. J. M. Waldo. 


This school, like No. VI., has had only one: term of 
twelve weeks for the year. The teacher was faithful; the 
scholars were studious. The record of the school, in both 
‘progress and deportment, was very good. ‘The scholars of 
these two schools are deserving of more than double this 
amount of schooling. Can it not be provided ? 


/ pS CRTC INC eaves 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Alvaro Hadley. 


The teacher of the summer term was younger than is 
wise for any one to attempt to teach. She tried to do her © 
work well, and some progress was made. 

The teacher of the second term was more experienced, 
and in some respects the results were very satisfactory. 
The classes in reading and arithmetic did well. 


DISTRICT NO. XVI. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. H. B. Strong. 


The lady who taught the summer school was highly edu- 
cated, but not well adapted to this grade of school. In 
some of the specialties of higher work we think she would 
excel. The order of the school was much at fault. At the 
close we were somewhat perplexed to decide who was in 
greater authority, the teacher or the pupils. Some of them 
evidently regarded the committee as an intruder, and quite 
out of his place when he ventured to ask a few questions. 
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The winter term was taught by a young man of much 
promise as a teacher. He proved that he knew what to do 
and how to do it. The order was excellent; the progress 
decisive. He did so well we hope that he will try teaching 
again. At the examination, the parents and friends showed 
their interest in the teacher and the school by their pres- 
ence in the school room. 


DISTRICT NO. XVII. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. John Vanee. 


We received no notice of the sessions of this school. 
The items given in the table of. statistics were obtained 
from the 8S. S. Committee of Weare, under whose supervi- 
sion the schools have been. He reports “ three successful 
terms of school.”’ .

OF THE 


NEW BOSTON CEMETERY. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1882. 


Fellow-Citizens,—The mortuary record of the year past, 
herewith submitted by the superintendent, calls for thank- 
fulness from us all. It shows in a very marked degree that 
general health has been enjoyed by our townsmen during 
that period, and we think that never, since we annually 
reported to you, have we been able to record so few carried 
to their last resting-place. Every year the reaper, Death, 
plucks away from our homes, our business, or our society, 
some whose presence has been highly cherished in the 
circle they have moved in, and the ‘‘ narrow house”’ re- 
ceives the dust precious to the bereaved ones left to solve 
alone the problem of life. Thenceforth, that spot ever 
sacred in the memory, becomes hallowed ground. And we 
notice yearly, as “ the harvest of death”’ is gathered, an in- 
crease of love and regard for the cemetery, manifested in its 
adornment and convenience. That those who have not 
visited the grounds the past season’ may know of the im- 
provement made, we would mention the most extensive on 
the following lots : —

And many others not enumerated have, by careful atten- 
tion to the lots both in the old and new cemetery, improved 
and maintained the general beauty of the cemetery. Val- 
uable stone and marble work has been put in, especially on 
the new grounds. The general work determined on by us 
has most of it been done by the superintendent. And 
though not quite as much was accomplished toward the 
introduction of pure running water, as we hoped, that 
can, in the early spring, be at once pushed forward. We 
have purchased and have the entire control of a living 
spring, of such abundant flow that it will always be suffi- 
‘cient for the needed demands upon it. The pipe is bought 
and on the ground, and the contract for the ditch to lay the 
pipe has been awarded. The spring is so high that good 
continuous fall is secured to the upper part of the cemetery. 
The third survey, which ‘comprises that portion directly 
south of the old cemetery, has been completed, and many 
of the lots have already been purchased. We deemed it 
advisable, for the convenience of the entire cemetery, that 
the reservoir for the water when brought to the grounds 
should be located on this survey, on the ridge south of the 
Ephraim P. Bradford lot of the old cemetery, as from this 
high and beautiful spot it can easily be distributed to any 
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portion of the cemetery, and we have, therefore, for the 
present reserved several lots in the center of this survey 
for that purpose. We wish sometime to see an ornamen- 
tal fountain, with a good substantial basin or tank for the 
water to fall into, and from which to draw to different parts 
of the cemetery ; on this spot,—the very place where stood 
the first meeting-house of the town, and where our fore- 
fathers met so long to worship.
